T housands of 

residents are set to 
have their homes 
transformed by a 
£225million boost. 

Hackney Homes, which 
manages the borough’s 
council housing, achieved a 
two-star ‘good’ rating from 
the Audit Commission. 

The announcement on 5 
February followed an 
inspection in November, 
and frees up extra 
Government funding for 
the Decent Homes 
programme. The money

will be spent on the next 
phase of work to bring 
kitchens and bathrooms in 
7,000 households up to 
modern standards by 
2012. 

To date, £l90million has 
already been spent on 
renovating the Council’s

housing stock, with 
thousands of new 
windows, roofs and other 
external improvements. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This is a 
great result for residents, 
and one which will 
improve the quality of life 
for thousands of 
households. The Council 
has been working closely 
with Hackney Homes to 
improve services and raise 
standards, and I am 
delighted that residents 
will see the benefits of this. 

“Hackney Homes, in 
partnership with the 
Council, has successfully 
undertaken a major 
programme of 


improvements and this has 
been recognised by the 
Audit Commission.” 

Cllr Tom Price has been 
appointed Cabinet Adviser 
for Hackney Homes, to 
further develop the strong 
working relationship with 
the Council. 

Hackney Homes 
chairman and long-time 
resident, Rupert Tyson, 
said: “Not only does this 
rating confirm that 
Hackney Homes is 
providing a high-quality 
service for residents, it also 
means we can continue the 
progress already being 
made with the Decent 
Homes improvements 
programme. It is a great 


leap forward for the 
borough and a clear sign 
that Hackney is becoming 
a better, safer and cleaner 
place to live, work and 
play.” 

The report has also 
provided Hackney Homes 
with a number of 
recommendations to 
continue to boost 
performance. These 
include improving services 
to help residents report 
anti-social behaviour.

FOR the past few years, 
estates across the borough 
have been decked with 
scaffolding as the Council 
and its housing management 
organisation, Hackney 
Homes, invested £190million 
in fitting over 1 0,000 new 
windows, replacing over 
8,000 roofs and installing 
over 5,000 secure doors. 

This investment is transforming estates and ensuring 
residents feel secure, as well as improving the energy 
efficiency of our homes, reducing fuel bills, and helping 
tackle climate change. 

The additional £225million that is now available following 
the successful Audit Commission inspection of Hackney 
Homes means the improvements to the Council’s housing 
stock can step up a gear.

of adversity, strangers 
suddenly seemed like friends, 
as everyone coped with the 
difficult conditions. 

Transport for London 
cancelled all buses because of 
safety concerns and the 
majority of train services 
stopped running. 

Many Council workers 
made it in to keep essential 
services like meals on wheels 
running, some of which were 
delivered on foot. Coping 
with the greatest challenges 
were the Streetscene teams 
who, in freezing temperatures, 
had distributed 160 tonnes of 
salt and grit over 70km of 
main roads by Wednesday. 
Gritting started on the Sunday 
afternoon before the snowfall 
and continued around the 
clock. 

At the time of going to 
press, refuse collections and 
street cleaning was set to 
take place throughout the 
weekend to make sure 
services caught up.

Private foster carers need to tell the Council about their arrangements

In a bid to modernise the way it works, the Council is using 
new technology to develop a centralised customer database. 
For example if a resident changes address, they will only 
have to tell the Council once, rather than repeating the 
process for a number of different services. Also they won’t 
have to go through their personal details each time they get 
in touch with the Council either - a name will be enough to 
pull up all the information. And by only updating one record 
there’s more security and less chance for error. However, as 
with any data sharing initiative, all residents have the option 
to opt out. If you wish to do so, e-mail:

M ost people 

know about 
fostering and 
adoption, but 
there is another way to 
support a child or young 
person in need that is not so 
well publicised. 

Adults can step in and care 
for a child whose relatives 
may be unable to look after 
them on a temporary basis - 
but for more than a month. 


This is known as private 
fostering. 

There may be any number 
of reasons why this situation 
occurs, for example during a 
family crisis, or where a 
teenager is living with 
friends or neighbours. 

Nationally, it’s estimated 
that more than 20,000 
children are privately 
fostered. In Hackney, it’s 
important that Children’s 
Services know that all 
youngsters are well cared 
for. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 


Services, said: “The critical 
issue is that children are safe, 
which is why we need to 
hear from people who know 
of any private fostering 
arrangements. Private foster 
carers are also required to 
tell us about these 
arrangements, but many 
don’t know that.” 

If you intend to foster a 
child privately, or are a 
parent who wants to draw 
on this kind of help, please 
inform the Council, ideally 
six weeks before, or within 
48 hours if it’s an emergency. 
You can still tell the Council 


even if the arrangement is 
already in place. 

A member of the Council’s 
Access and Assessment Team 
will visit the private foster 
carer to make sure the 
arrangements are suitable, 
and make regular visits to 
provide advice and support 
to carers if needed.

A carer is someone who provides help and support to someone who 
could not manage without them. This could be due to age, physical 
or mental illness, addiction or disability. The help you provide is 
unpaid although you may be receiving benefits 



Your right to a carers assessment 

• Do you get enough sleep? 

Is your health affected? 

• Do you get any time for yourself? 

Are your other relationships affected? 

• Are you worried you may have to give up 
work? Or would you like to think about 
returning to paid employment? 

• Are you interested in Training or 
Adult Education for yourself? 

• Is the person you care for getting 
enough help? 

There may be a number of services which 
could help you in your caring role. Some are 
arranged by Hackney Council following a 
Carers Assessment and some are provided 
by voluntary organisations. 

You can have a Carers Assessment to 
discuss the help you need. This can happen 
even if the person you care for refuses help. 
This will allow you to access the services 
below and much more. 

Apply for a Hackney Carers Card 

Carers can apply for a free Hackney Carers 
Card. Carers can use the card to receive 
discounts on goods from a wide range of 



Hackney retailers and concessionary rates 
at Hackney leisure centres. 

Apply for a Carers Retreat break 

In association with Hackney Council, 
Breathing Space health and wellbeing 
programme at the London Buddhist Centre 
are running Carers Retreats - free breaks 
for carers who live and care for someone 
who lives in Hackney. 

The retreats provide a complete break for 
carers. Free travel, accommodation and 
food is provided. 

‘Peace of Mind’ service 

Carers tell us that they need ‘peace of mind’, 
when away from the cared for person, in case 
something unexpected happens that prevents 
them from carrying out their caring role. 

Carers can now sign up for emergency cards 
through a Carers Assessment. An emergency 
plan will be recorded and signed. This will be 
held ready to implement in the case of an 
emergency. Care will be put in place within 
two hours of notification. The card will be 
recognisable by the police, ambulance, 
accident & emergency services etc.

“If it had a theatre, people 
would say ‘that’s where the 
disabled people perform’. I 
want us to be in the 
mainstream,” she said. 

The recent recipient of a 


New Year Honour, Jenny, 
who lives in Hackney with 
partner Danny and son 
Jonah, 14, has been artistic 
director of Graeae since 
1998. She became deaf at the 
age of seven when a friend 
pushed her and she banged 
her head on a table. 

She had just started ballet 
lessons and, luckily, her 
teacher didn’t give up on her 
pupil. “She taught me ways 
of feeling the music,” Jenny 
explained. “She was my first 
mentor.” 

Jenny went to mainstream 
schools with no additional 
support. She is, she admits, 
still cross about the gaps in

her learning - but is filling 
them now, aged 45. At 
school, career expectations 
were low for deaf people. 
Then Jenny encountered her 
second mentor at sixth form, 
‘an amazing drama teacher’. 

When it came to going to 
university, Middlesex 
Polytechnic wouldn’t allow 
her onto its drama course, 
but she was able to apply for 
dance. She said: “I had to 
have three or four interviews 
about me ‘coping’. I had no 
support and there was no 
point going to lectures. But I 
played the flute, did dance 
and drama, and was among 
creative people.” 

It was when Jenny left 
college and joined a youth 
opportunity scheme that she 
began to meet other deaf 
people and learned sign 
language. “It was like going 
home,” she said. 

Another seminal moment 
was when she took part in 
Graeae’s Shakespeare 
training course. She said: 
“There was an interpreter 
there and I realised I had 



been doing stuff wrong. I 
understood what I’d 
missed.” 

She spent the next few 
years as a jobbing actor and 
learned to direct work for 
people with multiple sensory 
and physical disabilities. 
Jenny describes her 1 1 years 
at Graeae with pleasure: “It’s 
the most perfect job. The last 
few years have been about 
finding a home where we 
can have offices and 
rehearsal space next to each 
other - linking the whole 
team.” 

Graeae looked all over 
London for a building, and 
although Jenny has lived in 
Hackney for 23 years, the 
discovery of a former tram 
shed next door to the 
Geffrye Museum in 


Kingsland Road was a 
coincidence. “Something 
about it felt right. The owner 
has an understanding of the 
access needs, and felt that we 
were the right people for the 
building,” she said. 

The project has been 
awarded £l.78million by 
Arts Council England. 
Fundraising for an 
additional £400,000 is 
ongoing, and work is due to 
be completed by June. 

For Jenny, that’s when the 
future can really begin. She 
said: “We’ll be in a position 
to give skilled actors a 
springboard into the 
mainstream. It’s 2009 and 
the visibility of disabled 
people is still minimal. 

“There’s still a lot of fear 
about disability, and through 


theatre we can demystify 
that fear.” 

A fan of Dalston’s Areola 
Theatre, London Fields 
Lido, and Regent’s Canal, 
she is excited by the part 
Graeae and Hackney will 
play in the creative side of 
the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - and by 
the artistic talent in the 
borough. “It has a huge 
wealth of artists, and we are 
well placed to forge stronger 
links, which means we can 
all come together.”

A PROJECT that trains 

residents to grow their own 
food is recruiting gardeners 
for the 2009 season.

Record

RESIDENTS on Hackney’s 
estates are recycling record 
amounts of rubbish 
following the introduction 
of a new collection system. 

During December, 270 
tonnes of recycling was 
collected from estates 
across the borough - the 
largest amount in any 
month since the service 


recycling levels on estates 


was introduced in 2003. 
The big boost is credited to 
improvements introduced 
following feedback from 
residents, including the 
option to take plastic 
bottles and cardboard to 
estate recycling points for 
the first time and installing 
larger bins. 

The majority of estates 
also now have a separate 
bin for paper, which is 
collected separately. 


Overall, the changes 
have improved recycling 
facilities for over 47,000 
households in the borough. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“This dramatic increase in 
recycling is excellent, we 
are now seeing the highest 
levels ever on estates. 

“We’re constantly 
listening to residents in a 
bid to keep improving 


Council services. Thanks 
to everyone for their 
patience as the roll out 
continues and the new 
service beds in.” 

The increase has also 
been helped by teams of 
‘doorknockers’ who have 
been out and about on 
estates, talking to residents 
about recycling and how to 
make best use of the local 
service. This information 
campaign was funded by 


the Waste and 
Resources Action 
Programme 
(WRAP), following a 
successful bid for 
funding by the 
Council’s Recycling 
team. 

Bins at estate 
recycling points are 
being collected weekly to 
cope with the high volume 
and plans are afoot to 
increase the number of 



bins at the 
busiest sites. The new 
service should be available 
on every estate in Hackney 
by the end of March.

Underworlds: An exhibition of drawings by 
Orly Orbach, until 17 Feb, Marie Lloyd Bar, 
Hackney Empire, Mare Street, London E8. 

AS an exhibition in the Marie Lloyd Bar, 
Underworld works well. The almost cartoon-like 
eerie drawings instantly entertain and question. 
Orbach explains her inspiration is from both 
researched and invented myths and rituals. Her 
drawings depict enchanted worlds in which 
characters transform and stories mutate. 
Knowing this brings the sketch-style drawings 
to life, and they become more foreboding as 
you closely look at the expressions on faces, or 
the surreal mixtures of people and trees, and 
people and horses. 

It is clear that these are emotive, thoughtful 
pictures, ones not drawn just to look good, but 
as part of stories of their own, and of other 
stories. 


Orbach’s description of her style suggests that 
each piece is a story about human existence 
that everyone can relate to. She is visually 
expressing our hidden feelings, our private 
struggles. 

“I am interested in showing how the body 
feels. My drawings are about the space we 
carry around with us, I try to depict the body 
from within. The characters often find 
themselves in a certain predicament they can’t 
get out of. I focus on the point before a 
resolution, when the characters are stuck and 
haven’t figured a way out yet.” 

However dark this may sound, the theme of the 
exhibition is apparently based on a stage 
production of Sponge Bob Square Pants, which 
recently took place at the Empire. However, 
Orbach’s inspiration and interpretation seems 
far ranging, and is well worth a look in its 
exhibition form.

THE radiology 
department at Homerton 
hospital is set to become 
one of the first in the 
country to go wireless 
with a new state-of-the-art 
X-ray machine. 

The Ysio wi-D machine 
represents the very latest 


technology and will 
improve diagnosis for 
patients coming from both 
the accident and 
emergency department, 
and the hospital wards. 

Colin West, the 
hospital’s Head of 
Imaging Services, said: 


“X-ray technology has 
come on in leaps and 
bounds in recent years. 

“The installation of the 
new system means more 
accurate images and less 
radiation for the patient. It 
also means far speedier 
diagnosis for trauma 


patients who will be 
brought into the 
department from accident 
and emergency.” 

The £400,000 machine 
will be installed during the 
next few weeks, and is due 
to be up and running by 
mid-March.

HELP for older people to live in their own homes for as long 
as they wish in Hackney is ‘excellent’, according to a 
new Government report published this week. 

The Council’s In-house Home Care Service 
retained its top-rated score following an 
annual review by the Commission for Social 
Care Inspection. 

An accompanying report noted the 
Council’s work to develop 
round-the-clock residential 
care in designated 
housing blocks. It 
also stated that 
the service 
upholds good 
standards of 
practice, for 
instance, managers 
attending Age Concern forums.

Services, said: “I welcome this result, and am delighted 
that residents are continuing to receive an ‘excellent’ - 
rated service.”

Overground boost

W ork was set to 
begin on a 
£326million 
upgrade of the 
London Overground 
network on 7 February, to 
bring longer trains, more 
frequent services and reliable 
connections to Hackney and 
the 2012 Games Park.

The service will run up to 
eight trains an hour at peak 
times on parts of the 
network when the upgrade 
is complete - double the 
current number and with a 
more reliable timetable, 
according to Transport for 
London. 

New, longer platforms at 
stations including Dalston 
Kingsland, Homerton and 
Highbury & Islington will 
also allow more carriages 
per train, with the aim of 
increasing capacity and 
reducing overcrowding. 

The upgrade work has 
been fast-tracked to ensure 
completion before the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

In other improvements to 
the London Overground, 
four new stations on the 


East London line are under 
construction at Dalston 
Junction, Haggerston, 
Hoxton and Shoreditch 
High Street, and are due to 
open by summer 2010. 

The work on the East and 
North London lines marks 
the culmination of a four- 
year campaign by Hackney’s 
Mayor, Jules Pipe, to secure 
better public transport for 
the borough. 

Mayor Pipe said: “We 
welcome these significant 
improvements which will 
make travelling to, from and 
around our borough easier 
for residents. 

“However, we will 
continue to campaign to 
increase the service to eight 
trains an hour all day every 
day, not just at peak times, 
and to ensure that all of 



Hackney's stations are 
brought up to standard.”

New appeals centre 

MOTORISTS appealing against parking 
and other traffic penalties issued in 
London will now have their cases 
decided at a new centre. 

All appeals against penalties for 
parking, bus lane infringements, 
moving traffic contraventions, 

London Lorry Control Scheme, or 
the congestion charge and the 
low emission zone will be heard at 
the new Parking and Traffic Appeals Service (PATAS) centre 
at the Angel, in Islington. 

The new centre will have 1 3 hearing rooms, more than 
double the number at its current premises, to help reduce 
the length of time people have to wait to have their appeal 
heard. Due to the move, some personal hearings have been 
rescheduled.

DISABLED, pregnant and elderly Londoners will benefit 
from two new London Underground maps. 

One new guide gives information about the gap between 
the train and platform at step-free stations, and about 
stations where passengers can change lines without 
encountering steps or escalators. 

The second map shows which stations have accessible 
toilets for wheelchair users; whether they are inside or 
outside the ticket gates; and whether they have baby 
changing facilities. 

The old Tube map only had wheelchair symbols denoting 
step-free access stations.

I F you’ve ever wanted to 
delve deeper into the 
borough’s history then 
look no further than 
Hackney Archives. 

The collection gives a 
fascinating insight into 
how the borough has 
changed over the last 300 
years. It includes the 
Council’s administrative 
records dating back to 
1700, alongside maps, 
newspapers and over 
21,000 photos, prints 
watercolours, and 
drawings. 

People visit the site for 
all sorts of reasons - to 
research the history of their 


house or street, to discover 
more about ancestors who 
lived here, or to carry out 
academic research. But the 
service is also keen to lift 
history from the pages and 
help bring it to life. 

This month, there will be 
a series of ‘Hackney 
Routes’ events aimed at 
helping people from all 
cultural backgrounds to 
explore their family trees. 

The service has been 
based in De Beauvoir since 
the 1970s, but that’s set to
